ALTERATIONS TO 


Scottish Amendments; Notes on

Some little time ago I referred 
to a tootball law, haying refer- 
ence to an incident following upon 
a ‘throw down.” Play had been 
stopped for an injury, the ball was 
thrown down when the player had 
received attention, and before it 
reached the ground one player 
touched the ball. My correspon- 
dent told me that the reteree 
awurded the other side a free 
kick, and asked me if this was a 
correct decision, I replied that 1 
did not think so, as all my experi- 
ence had taught me that the ball 
is regarded as ‘‘dead’’—not in 
play—until it reaches the ground 

I put forward this point of view 
jin all good faith. I could find no 
other interpretation of the law 
concerning the point. Yet I was 
informed that I was wrong. That 
being so, I took advice before mak 
ing any turther reply, and then I 
came up against a blank wall, I 
found that many football authori- 
tles were divided in their judg- 
ment. Some confirmed my decis- 
ion; others declared that the re- 
feree was right. 

To cut the story short. Last 
week the Football Association 
agreed to advise the International 
Board to so alter the law as to 
make it an offence if a player 
touches the ball before it reaches 
the ground. This being so, { 
claim that my interpretation of 
the old law is correet. Tf it is not 
correct why should there be any 
alteration necessary? I do not 
enter inlo the question of whether 
a player ought to be fouled for his 
interfering with the ball before it 
reaches the ground, Thatis pure- 
ly a matter for the authorities, 
and il is a minor detail at best. 
All I claim is that those referees 
who have put their own inter- 
pretation on the rule and have 
been granting tree kicks have 
been previous in their judgment. 
If the amended law comes into 
force all well and good, 

I cannot pass on to other topic 
without saving that our laws are 
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not what they should be. Byery 
year we get new amendments and 
new additions; every year brings 
new explanatory paragraphs. It 
is all very well to keep on in this 
way, but the fact of the matter is, 
the laws of football haye nevei 
yet been properly and clearly 
worded. It would be a god-send 
to players, referees and officials 
were the authorities to tackle the 
job and draft the laws afresh, 
Scotch Proposals. 

I notice that Seotland fs out 
with several proposed amendments 
to the law. They are to bring up 
their hardy annual offside law 
amendment, though, this year, 
they have not published on what 
lines this will be, though I am 
given to understand that it will 
be a 40 yards line, Instead of the 
25 yards line, : 

The 40-yards line idea was the 
one which Chelsea and the Corin- 
thians wished to try out, but which 
was not permitted by the English 
authorities, It looks, therefore, as 
though the Bnglish FA. will not 
welcome the new proposal, though 
it is just as well to point out 
that Mr, Charles Sutelifte a 
mighty man to have on any side 
—is now convinced that the off- 
side law requires amending, When 
he comes along with this decis- 
jon, then the long suffering crowds 
have good reason to be hopeful. 

Scotland is.also suggesting that 
a goal shall count from. goal- 
kicks, place-kicks and corner- 
kicks. This is not a sweeping 
alteration. There are never goals 
scored from a goal kick, The feat 
is almost impossible, but there 
are many times when a ball finds 
its way into the net direct trom 
a corner kiek. Under present law 
no goal is counted. The defend- 
ing side is awarded a goal kick. 

Yet such a feat is tar harder 
than, say, scoring from the pen 
alty. spat Is it right that it 
should go unrewarded? It must 
be admitted that luck largely en- 
(ers In the performance of the 
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feat. When there Ys a still breeze 
blowing it is quite possible for the 
hall to the carried into the net, 
but even so, the player who takes 
the kick shows rare judgment in 
allowing for all the conditions 
that prevail. The point is so smal] 
that it is hardly worth bothering 
whether the amendment is agreed 
to or not. 


In the matter of ‘‘place-kicks,” 
this will be tound to be of much 
greater importance, Not because 
goals are likely to. be seored, but 
because some confusion is likely 
to arise as to what constitutes @ 
“place-kick.”” A place-kick is q 
kick at the ball while it is on the 
ground in the centre of the field 
of play, <A place-kick is not q@ 
free kick! There are free kicks” 
from which no goal can be scored 
direct, so that it must be made 
clear that this amendment doeg 
not refer to ‘free kieks.”’ If the 
law is altered we may have play- 
ers taking a pot shot at goal from 
the centre spot, but that won't 
matter.

The Conduct of Crowds at Sport- 
ing Hvents. 


INTWRESTING DISCUSSION IN 
ENGLAND, 


(By Tityrus). 


During the progress of a Foot- 
ball League match between Stoke 
and Stockport County, the doyen 
of referees, John ‘I’. Howcroft, of 
Bolton, requested a spectator to 
leave the Vicloria grounds, in the 
Potteries, before he would pro- 
ceed further with the game. 

In our last issue Mr. Howcroft 
stated that the man had used 
“foul’’ language, and that he 
would not have allowed the strug- 
gle \o proceed unless the offender 
elther voluntarily left the ground 
or was compulsorily removed. 

This is not the only occurrence 
of this kind during tha season, as 
Mr. A. BE. Fogg, also Of Bolton, 
took similar action in the course 
of a match at Accrington. It is 
also within my recollection that 
when a game had been corcluded 


. at Bramall Lane in the autumn 


one of the visiting team struck a 
spectator, There ig also the in- 
cident of a Full City player mak- 
ing an unseemly grimace, with 
fingers to his nose, at the people 
on the grandstand at Orayen Cot- 
tage during the Christmas mateh- 
es, Clearly there are faults com- 
mon to both the public and the 
players. 
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Nor is this kind of thing peegs 
liar to the football crowd. ‘Tiverg 
have been what the descriptiv@ 
writers cali “scenes” on crickey 


grounds—many of them. Read 
ing the Sydney newspaper, ‘Tig 
Referee,’ an excellent sportings 


journal, I see that in the first of 


the” Sheffield Shield matches of 
the present Australian cricket sequ 
s0n the crowd at Adelaide, “thy 
City of Churches,’ made hostile 
demonstrations against Charlee 
Kelleway, the New South Wales 
batsman, who was facing the at. 
tack of South Australia. 

He was playing his plodding 
defensive game, and the gather 
ing boohed and jeered until Kelle 
way stepped away from his wicket 
and silently refused to bat unt 
one of the umpires ordered him t@ 
continue the game. Ido not kn Wy 
where the umpire got his autho 
Ity from. When Kelleway ag 
out the “barrackers’’ cheered 
hooted, and groaned. 


This was very unusual, and 
it was left lo the company in the 
paviion to make a counter des 
monstration.

FREE KICK.—A free kick is 
awarded for handling the ball, 
tripping, kicking, jumping at, 
holding, pushing, or illegally 
charging an opponent or danger- 
ous play. 

PENALTY KICK.—This award 
for the following infringements 
within the “penalty” area (18 
yards mark): Tripping, kicking, 
striking, jumping at an opponent, 
handling the ball, holding, push- 
ing, or illegally charging an op- 
ponent. All players except the 
player taking the kick and the 
opponeyits’ goal-keeper must keep 
outside the penalty area, and at 
least ten yards from where the 
kick is taken. The kick is taken 
from a mark 12 yards from the 
goal line. 

GENBRAL.—Intentional in- 
tringements only are penalised, 
and generally speaking the “ad- 
yantage’’ rule is followed.

viously place the code on a much 
higher plane that it at present en- 
joys, As football Is played ip 
Great Britain at the present time, 
the matter of training is a very — 
important one, especially as af- 
fecting the amateur represent: 

tives in sides which are largely 
professional, There are plenty of 
amateurs who train regularly an 
conscientiously enough, and wh 
keep themselves fit thereby. But 
rarely will one come up against 
an amateur side which can hold 
its own against a profession 

feam in the matter of physiea? 
fitness. , 


Here, probably, may be foun 
one of the reasons why so ye 
few amateur players male any- 
thing like regular appearances in 
the best class of League football 
in the Old Country. At the pre- 
sent moment the number of ama» 
teur players in the teams of the 
First Division could be numbered 
on the fingers of one hand. With 
the introduction of professional 
ism, Soccer in Australia would 
certainly have a great future, It 
would only be a matter of time 
when, like the game in Great 
Britain, {t would stand unrivalled —

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MORE GOALS WANTED, 


Scoring is becoming so slow in 
First-class Football that it is 
proposed to provide the For- 
wards with a bigger Target. 


By Joe Smith (Captain of Bolton 
Wanderers and English Inter- 
national.) 


It is a truism that figures can 
‘be made to prove anything—or 
nothing. Just recently, football 
writers, and critics of the game 
generally, have been trying to 
prove by figures € ‘e are ra- 
pidly approaching » ay when 
there will be prac * no goals 
in first-class maf 


I am going \. fair on 
this matter, s _ an, and 
at the outset \. als are 
getting more A» ‘ce. In 
the four comple as since 


the war there has been a steady, 
if not sensational, drop in the 
number of successful shots sent in 
by players belonging to first-class 
clubs. This applies to all the var- 
ious divisions, I think; but I will 
only give one or two figures re- 
lating to First Division matches. 
They show that there is, on the 
face of it, some justification for 
the suggestion that we are ap- 
proaching a stalemate period in 
football. 

In the season of 1919-20 there 
were 1332 goals secured by First 
Division teams in all their mat- 
ches. 

In the following season there 
was a drop of 56, in the season 
after that another drop of 32, and 
a-still further fall last season of 
29 goals. 


To put the matter in another 
way, there has been, in the four 
seasons, a complete drop of 117 
goals in the aggregate, so far as 
the First Division football is con- 
cerned. And Second Division fig- 
ures tell a similar story. 


Now, for every effect there is a 
tause—or, possibly, causes. And 
it may be,interesting if.we look at 
these causes from the point of 
view of the goal-scorer. Having 
sent a few shots home in my time, 
perhaps I may speak for him. 

Natirally, the first and obvious 


Suggestion is that the forwards, 
the men who should score the 


B0als, are showing.a definite de-- 


cline in power. There may be 


SOIething in this, though it seems 
to me a strange sort of doctrine, 


Never So Difficult. 

I have been in football for as 
many years as I care to remember, 
and I think that the fall in the 
average number of goals scored 
per match is not so much due te 
less able forward play as to a gen- 
eral improvement in defence. I 
know it is the fashion to applaud 
the giants of the past and to gibe 
at the “pigmies’’ of the present; 
but, for my own part, I am firmly 
convinced that never in the his- 
tory of the game was it so diffi- 
cult to score goals as it is now. 


In the first place, there is 
scarcely a set of defenders in the 
country which does not adopt, ai 
some period or other, what every- 
body knows as offside tactics. In 
the old days there were certain 
teams which had a reputation for 
playing the offside game; but 


._ these teams were limited, and the 


number of full-backs who could 
play the offside game well was 
quite small. 

Now, it is the exception rather 
than the rule to come across a 
full-back who does not thoroughly 
understand the delicate art of 
putting the opposing forwards in-. 
to an offside position. 

I could, of course, use the whole 
of the space at my disposal in tell- 
ing how forwards can dodge the 
offside trap—in theory. In prac- 
tice, though, it is not so easy. And 
the more attacks gét broken up 
by offside tactics the less likeli- 
hood is there of goals being nu- 
merous. 


Another point with a distinct 
connection to the offside tactics. 
In recent times ideas regarding 
full-back players. have been con- 
siderably revised. In the old days 
a full-back was never asked to 
show his pace; he was asked how 
hard he could kick the ball, and 
how persistently he could tackle. 


Closer than a Brother. 


To-day it is no unusual thing to 
find full-backs who can give for- 
wards a start for sheer pace, and 
clearly the possession of pace en- 
ables a defender to get much far- 
ther away from goal in compara- 


tive safety than is the case with — 


a slow-moving full-back. Even if, 
in advancing, the full-back fails 
to lure the opposition into the off- 
side trap he has always a sport- 


ing chance of using his speed to. 


overtake the forward with the 


ball. ¢ 


On top of this extra pace, which 
is the big asset of the modern 


full-back, there has been 4 general 
tightening-up of defensive play 
generally, especially in ihe imate) 
of covering tactics. Personally, J 
am inclined to the opinion that 
present football is based ture on 
defensive than it used to be The 
number of attacking hal*-backs 
has decreased, while the number 
of vigilant and successful tacklers 
in the half-back line has increased, 
all of which makes it more and 
more difficult for forwards to gel 
the ball anywhere near goal 


Let a footballer of to-day gain 
anything like a reputation as a 
goal scorer, and what happens? 
He finds in match after match, 
some fellow of the opposition told 
off to look after him, and, believe 
me, it is not easy to find a way to 
goal when an efficient opponent 
never leaves you for an instaut. 


Quantity or Quality? 


All this discussion about the 
searcity of goals brings us to an 
important suggestion. Why not 
make goal-scoring easier? We 
could do so by the simple expedi- 
ent of increasing the area at which 
the man with the ball has to shoot 
and this proposal has been put 
forward seriously of late. 


It is argued, with a certain 
amount of justification, that goals 
are the spice of the game from 
the onlookers’ point of view, and 
that, consequently, if there were 
more goals, the spectators would 
like the games better. If it were 
easier to get guvals, we might get 
results like twelve—six to replace 
two—one. But let us hesitate 
before we adopt the bigger target 
proposal. 


I am not going to deny the 
charm of goals; but, in my opin- 
ion, to make goal-scoring easy 
would rob the points actually ob- 
tained of half their charm. If the 
average match produced a dozen 
goals instead of two, then I sug- 
gest that there would be less thrill] 
for the onlookers in the whole 
dozen than in the two under pre- 
sent conditions, 


No, I do not believe in making 
goal-scoring easy. The forwards 
must work for their points. What 
is more, I believe the pendulum 
will swing back again naturally, 
because the forwards of to-day, 
realising as they do the difficulties 
of goal scoring in view of the new 
conditions will evolve new schemes 
to overcome the more efficient de- 
fence.
